b.  TRANSFER  STUDENTS  must  request  the  registrar  of  each  college  attended 
mail  a  transcript  of  college  credits  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

NOTE:  A  transcript  is  not  necessary  for  a  student  who  plans  to  be  at  Mentis 
State  for  the  Summer  Session  only.  He  may  request  the  registrar  of  the  last  col|;e 
attended  to  mail  a  statement  of  good  standing  to  the  Registrar's  Office.  (Jja 
statement  is  sent,  it  should  give  the  student's  classification.) 

3.  Pass  successfully  a  qualifying  examination.  Request  a  letter  of  instructions  concerrjg 
the  examination  from  the  Registrar's  Office.
